To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Hexham  Urban  District 

Council  : — 

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1936.  This  report  contains  the  particulars  required  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1561,  dated  16th  October,  1936. 

Public  Health  Officer  of  the  Authority  : — 

The  Public  Health  Staff  of  the  Local  Authority  com- 
prises one  whole-time  Medical  Officer  who  holds  the  Diploma 
of  Public  Health,  one  Sanitary  Inspector  who  is  also  Town 
Surveyor  and  holds  the  Diplomas  A.M.I.C.E.,  R.S.I.,  and 
one  Health  Visitor. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  considerable  progress.  The  re- 
housing of  the  tenants  of  the  second  half  of  our  Slum  Clearance 
Areas  was  completed  ; but  a good  deal  still  remains  to  be 
done. 

In  past  days  many  owners  of  business  properties  lived 
over  their  premises.  In  the  course  of  time,  these  were  found 
unsuitable  for  habitation,  and  is  often  the  case,  the  upper 
portions  have  become  tenemented.  Almost  without  excep- 
tion, these  places  are  entirely  unsuitable  for  such  purpose. 
Some  possibly  could  be  converted  into  flats  but  this  is  usually 
a costly  business  and  at  the  best  a make  shift.  It  will  there- 
fore be  necessary  to  empty  them  in  most  cases  by  means  of 
“ Partial  Closing  Orders  ” and  subsequent  re-housal  of  their 
tenants. 

The  survey  under  the  1935  Housing  Act  to  determine 
the  amount  of  overcrowding  existing  was  undertaken  during 
the  year.  It  is  likely  that  in  accordance  with  the  Act,  a con- 
siderable number  of  houses  will  also  have  to  be  provided  to 
relieve  this  evil. 
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The  health  of  the  town  calls  for  no  special  mention. 
There  is  a decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
notified  which  is  down  35  per  cent.  The  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  also  shows  a decrease  this  year  being  59.6  per  thousand 
compared  with  80.6  for  the  previous  year. 

The  standard  of  nutrition  of  children  of  school  age  is 
improving  and  this  I attribute  to  a large  extent  to  the 
increasing  advantage  being  taken  of  cheap  milk  in  the  schools, 
with  this  as  a pointer,  I consider  it  little  short  of  a tragedy 
that  the  retail  price  of  milk  remains  so  high.  If  surplus  milk 
can  be  sold  to  manufacturers  at  a very  low  figure,  it  is  surely 
not  beyond  the  ability  of  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  to  devise 
some  means  of  cheapening  it  to  the  domestic  consumer. 
In  my  opinion  the  price  of  domestic  milk  is  at  least  1/3  too 
high  and  until  the  figure  is  reduced  by  this  amount,  the 
Board  cannot  claim  to  have  succeeded. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  again  very  high, 
and  reached  its  peak  during  the  summer  months  sub- 
sequently decreasing  rapidly. 

The  question  of  the  great  increase  in  infectious  disease, 
notably  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Measles,  is  a dis- 
quieting one  for  all  Sanitary  Authorities.  Four  contributory 
causes  appear  to  be  behind  this  : — 

(1)  — The  greatly  increased  travel  facilities  now  prevailing. 

(2)  — The  great  increase  in  places  of  Public  Entertainment. 

(3)  — The  mildness  of  the  types  of  the  different  diseases, 

resulting  in  many  sufferers  not  being  seen  by  medical 
men  and  consequently  not  reported  or  isolated. 

(4)  — The  large  proportion  of  the  juvenile  population 

without  immunity.  This  is  due  to  the  few  cases 
occurring  during  the  seven  previous  years. 

This  last  factor  has  always  been  recognised  by  Health 
Authorities,  and  increased  incidence  of  infectious  disease  on 
this  account  was  foreseen,  but  that  it  should  assume  such 
proportions  can  only  be  accounted  for  by  the  three  previous 
reasons. 

During  the  year  under  review,  we  came  to  an  agreement 
with  the  County  Authority  to  take  over  the  administration 
of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work,  and  at  the  time  of 
writing  this  report,  it  has  in  fact  been  taken  over. 

In  this  connection  it  is  very  satisfactory  to  note  that  the 
Maternal  Death  Rate  for  the  year,  per  1,000  Births  was  Nil. 
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During  the  year,  final  arrangements  for  the  Joint 
Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases  were  made  and  a scheme  is 
now  in  being  for  the  enlargement  of  Newburn  Hospital  to  meet 
the  needs  of  this  Council. 

As  I stated  in  my  last  report,  this  Council  has  adopted 
a scheme  for  immunisation  of  all  children  against  Diphtheria 
but  I should  like  to  see  all  parents  take  advantage  of  it, 
(it  is  entirely  without  cost  to  them)  but  such  is  unfortunately 
by  no  means  the  case.

Infant  Mortality. 

There  were  nine  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age, 
as  compared  with  10  in  1935.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is 
59.6  per  thousand  births,  compared  with  80.6  for  1935. 
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General. — The  total  of  the  chief  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  shows  an  increase  from  the  previous  year,  being  152 
against  99. 
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Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — The  particulars  of  this

Cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  treated  at  Wooley  Sanatorium 
and  are  under  the  auspices  of  the  Northumberland  County 
Council.  A few  beds  are  at  their  disposal  at  Dene  Street 
House  Hospital,  Hexham,  when  necessary. 

Thirteen  cases  of  Tuberculosis  have  been  notified  during 
the  year  and  nine  deaths  occurred.

SURVEYOR  AND  SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT, 

1936. 


Gentlemen, 

During  the  year,  the  re-surfacing  and  repairs  to  many 
roads  in  the  area  were  carried  out. 

1,668  visits  were  made  to  various  premises  in  the  district, 
the  outcome  of  which  was  the  finding  of  233  nuisances,  all 
of  which  were  remedied,  or  have  since  received  attention. 

Seventy-five  new  houses  have  been  erected  during  the 
year  by  private  enterprise. 

Water  Supply. — The  water  supply  was  well  maintained 
during  the  year,  there  being  an  ample  supply  of  pure  spring 
water  to  the  whole  of  the  town. 

Sewage  Disposal. — The  system  of  sewage  and  drainage 
has  been  well  maintained. 

Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milkshops. — I give  below  the 
number  of  premises  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Order,  1926  : —

Slaughter  Houses. — The  Public  Slaughter  Houses  are  in 
good  condition,  and  the  killing  and  preparing  is  carried  out 
under  proper  humane  and  hygienic  conditions. 
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Workshops. — There  are  71  Workshops  on  the  register 
and  they  generally  have  been  found  in  a satisfactory  con- 
dition. 

Bakehouses. — Thirteen  are  registered  and  the  condition 
of  these  houses  is,  generally,  good. 

House  Refuse. — The  house  refuse  has  been  collected 
by  the  Council’s  employees,  and  the  new  arrangement  which 
was  brought  into  force,  namely  the  daily  collection  in  the 
centre  of  the  town,  and  twice  weekly  in  the  remainder,  is 
giving  satisfaction. 

Pleasure  Grounds. — Pleasure  grounds  have  received 
considerable  attention  and  were  well  maintained. 

Infectious  Diseases  and  Disinfection. — All  premises  in 
which  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  occurred  have  been  disin- 
fected. 

Disinfestation  and  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. — During 
the  year  30  Council  Houses,  together  with  12  other  houses, 
were  found  to  be  infested  and  have  been  dealt  with,  the 
method  in  disinfestation  being  the  stripping  of  all  walls 
of  paper,  the  removal  of  door  frames,  skirtings,  picture 
moulds,  and,  in  many  cases,  the  lifting  of  wooden  floors, 
after  which  the  houses  were  fumigated,  sprayed  and  washed 
with  a special  bug  and  egg  destroying  fluid.  All  defective 
plasterwork  made  good,  timbers  thoroughly  cleansed  and 
replaced,  after  which  the  Council  houses  were  painted  and 
distempered  ready  for  occupation,  and  the  12  other  houses 
were  dealt  with  by  the  various  Owners. 

Before  removal  to  Council  houses,  the  belongings  of  all 
proposed  tenants  have  been  subjected  to  thorough  inspection, 
and  where  vermin  has  been  found,  soft  goods  and  bedding 
have  been  passed  through  a steam  disinfector,  and  furniture 
thoroughly  cleansed  and  disinfected  during  transit. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  has  been  carried  out  solely 
by  the  local  Authority.
